One of the greatest problems confronting 


engineers is the proper consumption of 
coal under boilers in the gent ration of 
steam for motive power so as to attain the 
greatest amount of fnergyfrom a given 
quantity of coal. Numerous methods are 
in operation for this purpose besides the 
common grate. Qna of these was de- 
scribed in the TRANSCRIPT some months 
ago. It was a down-draft furnace with 
water grate and was lifted to th'e boilers 
of the Arnold Print works. This furnace 
has two fire beds. Coal'is fed on to one 
and when partially consumed falls to the 
second one and is (here hilly burned. The 
amount of ashes left is small and the 
gases, that are almost wholly wasted 
in a common grate, pass from the upper 
bed of this furnace, where they are given 
off, 
to the lower and' are there almost 


wholly consumed by tho bright red fire. 
It is claimed by the grate manufacturers 
that 90 per cent of the w&ste that gener- 
ally goes up smoke stacks and out into 
ash piles is saved by this grate. The bars 
of the grate are hollow and water circu- 
lates in them and is rapidly converted to 
steam. 


The latest plan of economizing coal and 


increasing the efficiency of a steam plant 
is being tested at the present time at the 
Windsor Print works. 
The machine is 


the Wilkinson automatic stoker, manu- 
factured by the Wilkinspu Manufacturing 
company of Bridgeport, 
Pa. 
Four 


of the 
twenty 
large 
boilers 
that 


make up the Windsor Print works steam 
plant are being fitted with this machine 
and if the test proves satisfactory to the 
company the'whole plant will be likewise 
fitted and the Windsor company will have 
the first automatic steam installation in 
these parts. John J. Brady is superintend- 
ing the work and watching the tests on 
behalf of the Wilkinson company and 
says the test so far has been entirely satis- 
factory to him and cannot fail of being 
satiafaotory to the Windsor people. 


The Wilkinson stoker is a combination 


of furnace and coal-feeding device. The 
furnace is of unusual pattern. There are 
no fire doors to allow .of cold air rushing 
in and reducing the temperature of the 
fire. The grate bed is very long and 
stands inclining down from where the 
coal is introduced upon it, It makes con- 
siderable of an angle with the boiler 
level. The peculiarity of the grate is that 
its bars are as close to each other as 
planed surfaces can b«. when in contact 
•and 
that 
they, 
are 
kept' 
in 
> a 


to and fro motion 
all the time. 


This motion is almost 
imperceptible 


and does away with raking the fire. At 
the top of the bars is the hopper, from 
which the coal is fed. Below and near 
the top of them is the forced-draft appar- 
atus, and with this the steam pressure and 
furnace temperature is not dependent on 
chimney draft, in fact, it is held a high 
chimney is a very dispensable article when 
the grate is in use The power for oper- 
ating the stoker is obtained from an inde- 
pendent engine and the operation is very 
simple. All there is to be done is to keep 
the feed roller in the bottom of the hop- 
per revolving so that it regulates the 
amount of coal delivered by it to the 
grate. The grate bars have to be kept in 
motion and there are other minor move- 
ments which are simple and require little 
power. One-quarter-horse power will op- 
erate a stoker for a 100-horse boiler. 


The plan of burning the coal is without 


complication. When it is dropped on the 
grate and lighted it moves slowly by the 
grate motion and the incline on which it 
lies and by the time the lower end of the 
bars is reached there is nothing left but a 
small residue of ash. This ash falls into a 
receiver and can be taken away by an at- 
tendant or removed by the machine. The 
grate burns the gases, the makers claim, 
as well as other grates for which sweep- 
ing claims are made. The amount of coal 
fed and the strength of the draft are reg- 
ulated by the steam pressure on the boil- 
ers. 


Very gratifying tests ha^e been made in 


many places. From these, it is claimed 
that this grate will increase the efficiency 
of a steam plant thirty to forty per cent. 
More coil is corsumed when the stoker is 
in use and a higher per cent, of energy is 
obtained from it. The stoker economizes 
in the greater efficiency of the plant, in 
the better combustion of the coal and in 
the reduction of labor.

THE DIFFERENCE. 


Two co incident events hfi ve been prom- 


inently reported in the newspapers within 
the past two days. One wa-i the story of 
an Ohio mob's atttempt to lynch a mur- 
derous prisoner at Tiffin, and how that 
mob failed in its criminal attempt before 
the rifles of a state militia company,—two 
of the frenzied crowd dying on the spot. 
The other incident attracting much news- 
paper attention was that of a negro's 
being burned to death Tuesday, slowly 
and in awfol torture, in a Texas town, the 
miserable victim having committed the 
double crime of murder and rape. 


In the Ohio case the officers of the law 


made stern and earnest resistance to the 
men who would lynch their prisoner, and 
public opinion supported these officers. 
In Texas a crowd of thousands kept gath- 
ering for hours to witness the awful scene 
to. be enacted, the officers' resistance to 
the mob being ineffectual 
and 
half- 


hearted, and the gathered crowd, mad" 
dened and brutalized by its thirst for 
blood, watched the inhnamn negro as he 
was slowly fried to death. 


One event happened in the North, the 


other in the South. They illustrate a rad- 
ical difference between the two sections, 
to which it is folly to blind one's eyes. 
The South has not yet learned the lesson 
of law and order. Law is j et secondary to 
personal impulse. The fcouth will yet 
have to learn, perhaps through long years 
of bitter and cruel experience, that the 
trampling down and defying of law only 
breeds brutality and lawlessness that 
brings its own punishment. The South 
will yet learn that, whether it be an elec- 
tion law or a criminal law which is vio- 
lated, only violence and evil can breed 
from the course its people seem to persist 
in pursuing, and every case of public bru- 
tality and lynching permitted retards the 
moral, social and financial development of 
its people. Let the South learn the lesson 
of respect for law from the bullet-riddled 
mob in Ohio. Then may Texas hope to 
have a standing in decencv and law-abid- 
ing population equal to that of her North- 
ern sister, and not till then.

MAJORITY MUST RULE. 


A Woman's Common Sense View ol 


Suffrage Question. 


Bay State Laws Discriminate 


in Favor of Women. 


Her Gentle Influences Over Man are the Strong- 


hold ol the Sex. 


If tlio majority of women are either not 


desirous to vote or lire strongly ovposcid tn 
voting, the minority should yield in this 
as they are obliged to do in all other pub- 
lic matters. In fact, they will be obliged 
to yield, so long as the present state ol 
opinion exists among women in general, 
for legislators will naturally consult tlio 
wishes o£ the women of their own tamilies 
and neighborhood, and be governed by 
them. There can be no doubt that in thn 
state, where women are highly respected 
and have great iullucnco, the bailor would 
be readily granted to them by men, it they 
desired it, or generally approved of woman 
suffrage. Women are taxed, it is true; so 
are minors, without the ballot; it. is un- 
true to say that either class is not repre- 
sented. The thousand ties of relationship 
and friendship cause the identity of inter- 
est between the sexes 
What is good in a 


community for men is good also for their 
wives and sisters, daughfers and friends 
The laws of Massachusetts discrimmato 
much in favor of women, by exempting 
unmarried women of small estate from 
taxation; by allowing women, nnd noti 
men, to acquire a settlement without, pay- 
ing a tax; by compelling husbands to sup- 
port their wives, but exempting the wife, 
even when rich, fiom supporting an in- 
digent husband; by making men liable 
for debts of wives, and not vice vcrs.x 
In 


the days of the American Revolution the 
first cause of complaint was that a whole 
people were taxud but not represented. 
Today there is not a single interest oil 
woman which is not shared and defended 
by men, not a subject In which she takes 
an intelligent interest in which she can- 
not exert, an influence in the community 
proportional to her character nnd ability 
It is becimse the men who govern, live, not 
in a lemote country with separate, inter- 
ests, but in the closest relations of family 
and neighborhood, nnd bound by tlio (on- 
deresl, ties to the other sox. who are fully 
and well represented by rel.itions, frieuil3 
ami neighbors in every locality, 


It, is the opinion of m.tny of ns that 


woman's power is greater without the 
ballot or possibility of office-holding for 
gain, when, standing outside of politics, 
she discusses great questions upon their 
merit. Much has been achieved by women 
in the anti-slavery cause, the tempeianco 
cause, the improvement of public and 
private charities, the reformation of crim- 
inals, all by intelligent discussion and in- 
fluence upon men. Our legislators have 
been ready to listen to women, and carry 
out their plans when well framed. Women 
can do much useful public service upon 
boards of education, school committees 
and public charities, and are beginning to 
do such work. It is of vital importance to 
the integrity of our charitable and edu- 
cational administration that it bo kept out 
of polities. la it not well thnt we should 
have one sex, who have nopolit-ical ends to 
serve, who can fill responsible positions of 
public trust? Voting alope can easily be 
performed by women without rude con- 
tact, 'but to attain any political power 
power women must- affiliate themselves 
with men; because women will dyTer on 
public questions, must attend primary 
meetings and caucuses, will inevitably 
hold public office and strive for it; in 
short, women must enter the political 
arena. This result will bo repulsive to a 
large portion of the sex, and would tend 
to make women unfemintne and combs 
tive, which would bo a detriment to so- 
oioty. 


It is well that men after the urden and 


heat, of the day should return to homes 
where the quiet side of lite is presented to 
them. In these peaceful Now England 
homes of ours, great and noble men havo 
been raised by wise and pious mothers, 
who instructed thein, not in. politics, bnt. 
in those general principles of justice, in- 
tegrity ami unselfishness, which belong 
to and will insure statesmanship in this 
men who are true to them. Here is the 
stronghold of the sex, weakest, in bodv, 
powerful for good or evil over the stronger 
one, whom women sway and govern, not 
by the bnllot and by greater numbers, but 
bv those gentle influences designed by the 
Creator to soften and subdue man's ruder 
nature —Clara T Leonard.

HOW TO TEUL PUHli ^brliua. 


Wool or Silk Containing Mixtures May lie 


Readily Discovered. 


A simple but effective practice is in 


vogue in Germany for determining, 
•without the aid of a chemist, whether a 
fabric of silk or wool is free from ad- 
mixture of" cottoc fibers, of flax, china 
grass or other vegetable constituents. A 
piece of the stuff to be examined, say 
about three inches square, is, after care- 
ful cleaning, plunged into strong sul- 
plraric acid, water being afterward add- 
ed, and the whole boiled. In about five 
minutes the fluid is poured into a clean 
vessel and made strongly alkaline by a, 
saturation with caustic soda; then are 
[,<3ded a few drops of dissolved orchil,and 
the mixture is warmed for several min- 
utes up to a temperature of 180 degiees 
P. Now, if only 1 rar cent of vegetable 
fiber exists in tho fabric, the recMish vio- 
let color of the orchil is precipitated, or 
if this takes place only after heating for 
five minutes the quantity amonnts to 
less than 1 per cent. It is absolutely 
necessary, however, that starch should 
be lemovcd carefully from the stuff to 
be examined, as the presence of that 
substance vitiates the result. In testing 
goods alleged to bo silk the result is at- 
tained more easily by plunging the sam- 
ple into hydrochloric acid, tho fiber of 
silk being very soluble in sneh acid, 
and if the material contains wool or cot- 
ton it remains behind. 


How to Clean Mattresses. 


Empty the mattresses to bo cleaned. 


See that every particle of the hair filling 
is picked apart and shaken free of dust. 
Then, after washing in strong soapsuds 
and rinsing in, lukewarm water, the 
filling is squeezed a^ dry as possible and 
hnug up to dry in tho sun and air in 
large bags made of mosquito netting. In 
tho meanwhile the ticking has been 
washed or a now one substituted, and 


] then with a long, strong needle and tv> mo 


sew together again. 


How to Got Along Without a Corkscrew. 


There is a trick of taking off the heads 


of bottles that is worth knowing. Grasp 
the beer bottle in. tho left hand and a 
Imifo in the right hand. Lay the bottle 
on your knee and draw a knife vigor- 
ously across the neck of the bottle just 
back of tho rim just as if you were go- 
ing to saw tho head off. If you bear on 
pretty hard and turn the bottle around 
gradually until every part of the neck 
has been under the knife's edge, you 
will scratch the enamel of the glass. 
When this is accomplished, lay the knife 
blade flatwise on the bottle and with 
the back of the blade strike the bottle 
rim two or three sharp blows as if you 
would knock the head off. Presently 
you Will hear it break. 


The cork in an ale bottle extends be- 


low the broak and holds the head on. 
Put a naplciu over the head and draw 
the cork. Head and all will come off as 
clean as a whistle.

Concessions to Americans Kot Within 


British Sphere of Influence, 


"Frontier Outrage" a Purely 


Individual Act. 


Governor of British Guiana Gives Views on a 


Much Discussed Matter. 


PLYMOUTH, Eng., Oct. 31. — Governor 


Sir Charles Lees of British Guiana arrived 
here at midnight, having been recalled to 
England to confer with Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain on the Venezuelan boundary 
question. 


The governor was asked if any diffi- 


culty was likely to arise out of the con- 
cessions made to American capitalists by 
Venezuela. 
Ho said: 
"No concessions 


have been made within the British sphere 
of influence, and therefore no difficulty is 
likely to arise. 


"I have no idea that there will be any 


serious resistance to thu British demands 
growing out of the Uruan incident, as the 
Venezuelan government seems desirous tit 
doing everything possible to repair any 
injury done to British subjects." 


"I regard the frontier outrage (tho so- 


called Uruan incident) as a purely in- 
dividual act, as the 
British 
subjects, 


Barnes and Baker, who were arrested by 
the Venezuf-'au officer, when brought be- 
fore the higher representatives of the Ven- 
ezuelan government, were asked by them 
to return to the British territory. But 
they declined on the ground that there 
were no means of transit back." 


The Uruan incident referred to by Mr. 


Lees was that upon which tho reported 
British 
ultimatum 
to Venezuela was 


based. A British sergeant of police (the 
Barnes above referred to) aud two assist- 
ants crossed the river at Uruan and 
planted the British flagon the Venezuelan 
side. The Venezuelan police tore down 
the flag, drove the intruders across the 
stream and subsequently arrested them. 
While on their way to Ciudad Bolivar 
with their prisoners they were instructed 
from Caracas to release the Englishmen 
and to permit them to return to British 
Guiana. 
The British government de- 


mands 


Reparation For These Arrests. 


Mr. Lees was asked further to explain 


tho action of the Guiana high council in 
voting its disapproval of Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain's suggestion for tho 
purchase of maxim guns to be taken to 
the Venezuelan frontier. Sir Charles said: 


"With regard to this vote, the matter 


was purely an imperial one. 
There i~* 


only a post, consisting of seven men at 
Uruan, being merely a police station to 
mark the frontier on the Schomburgk 
boundary line, and there is practically no 
military 
station 
there, although tho 


colonial government has repeatedly asked 
the imperial government for a supply of 
maxim guns. 


"The Venezuelan party, when they 


crossed the river at Uruan, hoisted their 
flag upon a building within the Schom- 
burgk boundary. Sergeants Barnes and 
Baker hauled it down merely to show that 
it was within the British lines, although 
the colonial government would be de- 
lighted to welcome squatters to that terri- 
tory, and only desired to show that it was 
British territory." 


He was asked if he thought that any 


serious affair would occur in the event of a 
crisis, to which he replied: 
"I think not, 


as there is only a very small police station 
on the Venezeluan frontier. 
The Vene- 


zuelans tried their utmost to persuade 
Barnes aud Baker to return to British ter- 
ritory after they had been arrested." 


Sir Charles came home principally to 


recruit his health, and although some 
matters of private business will also re- 
ceive his attention, ho will see Mr. Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the colonies, 
as soon as possible. 


Swallowed Aconite. 


NEW YORK, Oct. Sl.-Dr. W. S. Miller, 


49 years old. an attache of the New System 
Den'tal parlors, 3 Union square, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon by 
swallowing four ounces of aconite. It was 
said by persons in the house that Dr. 
Miller was known as a hard drinker. It 
was said that on several recent occasions 
he had been called on by a young woman, 
ani that after these calls his sprees were 
of a harder and longer nature than usual. 


Put Out of the Way. 


NEW YOUK, Oct. 31.—Dr. Orlando Brad- 


ford, the counterfeiter, was yesterday sen- 
tenced to six years' imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. 
Michael 
Manning and 


Frank Carr were given similar sentences. 
Albert Brown was given four years, and 
Harvey Kingsley, also a counterfeiter, was 
sent to the reformatory for 13 months. 


Bad For Bulls. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—The Philadel- 


phia stock markei had the liveliest shake- 
up yesterday experienced since the Head- 
ing railroad collapsed, nearly three years 
ago. 
The Philadelphia "Kaffirs," 
as 


they have been called, went all to pieces, 
one stock, Electric Storage, breaking $18 
a share in two hours. 


Against Locals. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31. — The supreme 


court has sustained the decision of Judge 
Beach in tho official ballot case. 
This 


torbids the state Democracy from having 
a list of state candidates printed in the 
column with its local nominees, under the 
emblem of a rooster, the state Democracy 
having held no state convention. Tho 
effect of the decision will be to put the 
state Democracy's local ticket entirely by 
itself and to deprive the candidates of 
whatever advantage might accrue through 
their names appearing in conjunction 
with the regular Democracy's state ticket. 


"May 
Excite Enthusiasm Among Rtff-Rafl." 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—The few comments 


made by the London press upon the war 
prophecy of Senator Chandler in his paper 
on Oct. 28 may be generally regarded as 
summed up by Tho Standard in the fol- 
lowing utteraucc: Senator Chandler m.iy 
excite enthusiasm among the riff-raff of 
the great towns, but his prophecy, we may 
be assured, will be received with indigna- 
tion and disgust by the great bulk of the 
people of the United States. 


Armenian Affairs. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 31.—The sultan 


declines t<. accept the names wijich the 
grand v!/,:c.r has suggested for the Ar- 
menian commission. He wishes to have 
men who are in his own confidence. The 
massacre at Marash has ceased, and the 
missionaries are safe. A demand has been 
made to the British embassy and to the 
American legation that relief operations 
at Sassoon shall cease. 


Died at Sea. 


BREMEN, Oct. 31.—Commander Heycr- 


man, U. S. N., formerly commander of the 
Kearsarge, died on board the steamer 
Havel while en route to Dresden, where 
lie was to visit his mother. The remains 
are now at Bremen. 


Fort Hancock. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 31.—The president 


and secretary of war have changed the 
name of Sandy Hook to Fort Hancock, in 
honor of the late General Hancock. This 
action is taken on the recommendation of 
General Miles.
